delay. The setup therefore amounts to a 
Combined Command Post for the conduct 
of all joint operations of the two govern- 
ments in the war. It will be the control 
agency for planning and coordinating. In 
addition, it will provide a medium for 
wdjusting such joint operations as in 
volve other governments of the United 
Nations, such as China, the Netherlands 
Kast Indies, Australia, and New Zealand 
aut the present moment. The representa 
tives of these governments will partici- 
pate with the Combined Chiefs of Staff 
in the consideration of matters concern- 
ing their national interests. 

The organization described is being 
established in the Public Health Building 
on Constitution Avenue, directly opposite 
the War Department. 

In addition, a most important factor in 
this setup will be the Munitions Assign- 
ment Board, of which Mr. Harry Hopkins 
is the Chairman and Maj. Gen. James H. 
Burns the Executive, and which has its 
counterpart in London, both with British 
and United States membership. The pro- 
posals of these committees will be sub- 
mitted to the Combined Chiefs of Staff 
for their recommendation to the heads of 
their governments. 

Mr. Hopkins’ committee will also be 
established in the Public Health Building. 
In the same building will be representa- 
tives of the central agency to allocate 
shipping ahd of the agency to allocate 
raw material. Offices for other govern- 
ments of the United Nations will be estab- 
lished in the same buildnig. 


Navy Warrant Officer Bill 


Legislation opening commissions in the 
line and staff of the Navy and Marine 
Corps to warrant officers and chief war- 
rant officers was passed by the House this 
week and sent to the Senate. 

The bill, H.R. 6496, was written by the 
Navy Department at the request of the 
Ilouse Naval Affairs Committee, but was 
umended in two particulars at the request 
of warrant officers present during three 
days of hearings on the bill. Other 
nmendments of the warrant officers which 
would create higher promotions for war- 
rant otticers within their specialties were 
rejected by the committee. 

As passed by the House, the bill would 
authorize commissions as ensigns, junior 
lieutenants or as lieutenants in the Navy, 
and in comparable ranks in the Marine 
Corps, to warrant officers with at least 
three years’ service who apply therefor, 
and pass suitable examinations. 

Appointments will be made in such num- 
bers as the President “may deem neces- 
sary and the authorized number of com- 
missioned officers of the line and of each 
staff corps to which such appointments 
may be made is increased accordingly.” 

Section 2 of the bill provides that “Can- 
didates shall, on 30 June of the calendar 
year in which they are to be appointed, 
have completed not less than 3 years’ of 
service as a warrant officer and shall, on 
the same date, to be eligible for appoint- 
ment in the rank of lieutenant, lieutenant 
(jg) or ensign, be not more than 40, 35 or 
32 years of age, respectively; Provided, 
That the foregoing limitations shall not 
apply until 1 year subsequent to the date 
of approval of this act.” 

As introduced, age requirements only, 
and not service requirements, were to be 
waived the first year, but the committee 
amended the measure to open appoint- 
ments to older men who have just become 
warrant officers. 

Upon appointment, the applicants take 
rank as officers next after the junior offi- 
cer of the same length of service and be- 
come full-fledged officers. They must face 
the usual selection boards, when eligible 
for promotion to higher grades. 

The second committee amendment pro- 
vides that no officer appointed under the 
act shall suffer any reduction in the pay 
and allowances to which he would have 
been entitled if not appointed. This will 
enable warrants to accept appointment 
as ensigns without monetary loss, and 
continue at their former pay scales until 
such time as their commissioned officer 
pay catches up with the pay they had re- 
ceived as warrant officers. 

In a speech on the floor of the House,

Chairman Vinson of the Naval Affairs 
Committee, declared, “This bill for the 
first time in the history of the Navy 
opens the door of opportunity to every 
enlisted man ultimately to become a com- 
missioned officer of the Navy. While it 
directly applies to warrant officers and 
commissioned warrant officers, in future 
years any enlisted seaman, if he proves 
satisfactory and can qualify, may ulti 
mately become a commissioned officer. 

“In other words, for the first time we 
are making the Navy more democratic. 
As everyone knows, the Navy is officered 
mainly by officers graduating from the 
Naval Academy. There are only some 79 
officers in the line and the staff of the 
Navy who came up through the enlisted 
force. 

“It is the most constructive and bene 
ficial bill along this line that the Naval 
Affairs Committee has submitted to the 
House in many years.”

Meanwhile, from the other side of the 
Capitol came strong support for revised 
pay schedules, in the form of a statement 
on the floor of the House by the chairman 
of the House Military Affairs Committee, 
Representative May, of Ky., that, speak- 
ing of the pay of the lower enlisted 
grades, “There is no one in the House who 
would be more willing to raise their pay 
than I am.”

below the grade of major, subsequent to 26 
Sept. 1941, an officer in the Army of the 
United States or in any component thereof, 
except the Army Nurse Corps, from any 
source except graduates of the United States 
Military Academy, shall be entitled to an al- 
lowance of $150 for uniforms and equipment, 
which shall be payable, in the case of an of- 
ficer of the Regular Army, upon acceptance 
vf such commission, and in the case of other 
officers, when they shall have been ordered 
to, found qualified and accepted for active 
duty in the military service of the United 
States for a period of more than three months 
within three years from the date of, and 
under their respective original commissions: 
Provided, That any officer of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps commissioned prior to 26 Sept. 
1941, shall be entitled to receive the allow- 
ance provided in this section, if he has been 
or shall be ordered to, found qualified, and 
accepted for active duty for a period in excess 
of three months under his commission: Pro- 
vided further, That any sum which shall have 
been paid to any officer under the provision 
of such act of 14 May 1940, prior to its amend- 
ment by Section 1 of this act or under the 
provisions of the Act of 3 June 1941 (Public 
97, 77th Congress), as an allowance for uni- 
forms and equipment shall be deducted from 
the amount payable to him under this section: 
And provided further, That payment to any 
officer of the allowance provided in this sec- 
tion shall disqualify such officer thereafter 
from receiving the allowance provided in sec- 
tion 1 hereof or section 4 of the Act of 3 
June 1941 (Public 97, 77th Congress).

N. C., has provided his trainees with a 
24-page booklet that answers the ques- 
tions they normally ask. If they want to 
know the price of a bus ticket to town, 
the playing hours at the Center theaters, 
or the regulation on lost equipment, they 
find the answers in their guide books. 

Officers and cadremen, who no longer 
have a large portion of their time taken 
up by questions on small matters, have 
pronounced the guide book highly suc- 
cessful. 

The booklet was written by Lt. Temple 
Fielding, 1st Training Regiment recrea- 
tion officer, at the direction of General 
Parker and under the supervision of Lt. 
Col. Williston B. Palmer, who until a re- 
cent transfer was plans and training offi- 
cer for the Replacement Center. 





Flight Pay for W. O.’s 

The provision in the 1942 Military Ap- 
propriation Act limiting to $720 the an- 
nual increased pay of non-flying officers 
is applicable to warrant officers as well 
as to commissioned officers, the Comp- 
troller General has ruled. 

The decision was rendered as the re- 
sult of a request by a warrant officer for 
full 50 per cent flight pay which was 
based on the wording of the Chief War- 
rant Officer Act. The comptroller held 
that that act did not change existing laws 
covering flight pay which give full 50 
per cent increase to flying officers only. 





General Staff Secretary 

The War Department announced this 
week that Col. John R. Deane, (Inf.), 
(ieneral Staff Corps, has been assigned to 
duty as Secretary of the War Department 
General Staff, succeeding Col. Walter B. 
Smith, (Inf.), GSC, who has been nom- 
inated a brigadier general. 
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2,000,000 Man Air Force 

A two-million man air force—the larg 
est in the world—was announced last 
Saturday as the Army’s eventual objec 
tive with half that number to be mustered 
before the end of the year. 

This tremendous program follows on 
the heels of a War Department announce 
ment a few months ago that the Air Force 
goal had been set at 400,000 men who 
were to be in service before 30 June 1942. 
The new program, which compares to a 
reported strength of 1,000,000 to 1,250,000 
in the Nazi Luftwaffe and of about 1, 
000,000 in the R. A. F., is designed to give 
the United States air superiority. 

Flight Instructions at West Point 

The full text of the War Department's 
announcement is as follows: 

“In announcing that flying instruction 
will be added next month to the curric 
ulum at the United States Military Acad- 
emy at West Point, New York, the War 
Department revealed today that there 
will be 1,000,000 officers and men in the

that number later on. 

“Under the new plan a number of 
cadets at West Point will be graduated 
is pilots and thus save a year which is 
now required after West Point gradua- 
tion for their pilot training. 

“The new pilots from West Point will 
carry with them into this enlarged Air 
Corps the leadership and spirit of West 
Point and the high traditions of the Ser- 
vice with which they have become im- 
bued while at the Military Academy. 


“Elementary, basic and advanced fly- | 


ing training will be given at Stewart 
Field to all West Point cadets who desire 
pilot training and who can pass the re- 
quired flight physical examination. The 
plan for training makes no basic changes 
in academic training. Cadets receiving 
flying instruction will receive the same 
academic instruction as other cadets. The 


flving training will replace certain parts | 


of tactical instruction, although effort 
will be made to give cadets taking flying 
training as much basic instruction in 
other branches as is possible. 

“Members of the class of 1944 who de- 
sire pilot training will join the 3 June 
elementary flying training class at civil 
air fields nearest their homes and will 
complete this phase on 5 Aug. 1942. After 
a short furlough they will return to West 
Point on 25 Aug. The remainder of their 
pilot training will be completed before 
graduation. Week-end cross-country fly- 
ing will be included as a part of the train- 
ing during their First Class (Senior) year. 

Training Schedule 

“The class of 1945 and all succeeding 
classes will receive the entire training 
schedule outlined for the 1944 class, but 
in addition, every cadet in the class, be- 
fore indicating his desire to take flight 
training, will be required to complete 10 
hours of aircraft observer training dur- 
ing his Third Class (Sophomore) summer 
camp. 

“The initial group to begin pilot train- 
ing will be members of the class of 1942, 
who will be graduated this year. Quali- 
fied members of this class who elect the 
course will complete the elementary fly- 
ing instruction prior to graduation on 
10 June. On 5 July, after graduation from 
the Academy, they will commence basic 
training, and by 10 Nov. may receive 
their wings. They will be commissioned 
in branches other than Air Corps upon

“Qualified members of the class of 
1943 will complete the entire schedule of

Army Enlisted Allowances 


Continuing his almost single-handed 
campaign to permit Army personnel to 


receive enlistment allowances despite the 
war, Representative Clason, of Mass., this 
week introduced another bill, H. R. 6566, 
to permit men to receive the allowances 
now paid to personnel of the Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and Coast Guard who reenlist 
within 24 hours. 

Mr. Clason’s new bill was designed to 
meet objections of the War Department 
that his original bill, introduced last 
month, did not cover National Guardsmen 
whose enlistments had extended 
The War Department, moreover, objects 
to Mr. Clason’s proposal in principle. 

Mr. Clason’s new bill, therefore, is de 
signed to meet the War Department's 
technical objections, so that he may make 
a fight for adoption of the measure on 
general principle. 

The measure provides: That notwith 
standing any provision of law extending 
enlistments in the Regular Army, the 
National Guard, and the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps in time of war, any enlisted man in 
the Regular Army, the National Guard or 
the Enlisted Reserve Corps whose enlist- 
ment was in force at the beginning of the 
present war, or is entered into during its 
continuation, may, during the existence of 
such war and during the six months im 
mediately following the termination 
thereof, voluntarily reenlist at the time 
his enlistment would terminate except for 
such war.” 

It is believed that the War Depart 
ment’s opposition to the measure is based 
on the fact that the Joint Pay Act of 1922 
provides that enlistment allowances are 
payable to personnel whose enlistments 
have heen extended by the war if they re- 
enlist when finally released. 

Section 9 of the act states, “On and af 
ter 1 July 1922 an enlistment allowance 
equal to $50, multiplied by the number of 
years served in the enlistment period 
from which he has last been discharged, 
shall paid to every honorably dis 
charged enlisted man of the first three 
grades who reenlists within a period of 
three months from the date of his dis 
charge, and an enlistment allowance of 
$25, multiplied, ete., shall be paid to every 
honorably discharged enlisted man of the 
other grades who reenlists within a period 
of three months from the date of his dis- 
charge.”

Navy Bond Campaign 

Secretary of the Navy Knox presented 
to Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
last week a check for $1,684,612.50, repre- 
senting the total sales of Defense Savings 
Bonds at Naval shore establishments dur 
ing the month of December. The presenta 
tion ceremonies were broadcast during the 
“Meet Your Navy” program heard every 
Tuesday evening 8:30-9:00 P. M. over the 
Blue Network. 

In making the presentation, Secretary 
Knox reported that civilian workers of 
the Navy are committed to buy Defense 


Bonds during 1942 with a maturity value | 


of $62,000,000. He said that he was “proud 
to hold up their record as a challenge to 
the country at large.” 

Thanking the workers through Secre- 
tary Knox, Mr. Morgenthau said, “Let 
the Nazis and the Japanese look at that 
response, and look at it well. It is just 
another example of the spirit that is going 
to win the war for freedom.” 

The personnel at the New York Navy 
Yard, Brooklyn, N. Y., led all Navy units 
in the total purchases of bonds and 
stamps during the month of December, 
when they subscribed $331,986.50 towards 
the purchase of bonds and stamps. Em- 
ployees at the Mare Island, Calif., Navy 
Yard with $281,962.50, however, led in 
the purchase of bonds alone. 

Gross sales from bonds and stamps 
totalled $2,008,664.35 for the month of 
December, officials in the Office of the 
Coordinator of Defense Bonds have re- 
ported. 

Meanwhile, Rear Adm. Geo. Pettengill, 
commandant of the Washington Navy 
Yard, declared this week that “The 
United States is fighting mad.”’ He made 
this statement in announcing that “in one 
day, 30 January, the men of this Yard 
guaranteed to allot from their pay each 
month $35,000 for the purchase of ‘bonds 
to bomb the Axis.’” He said that from 
this beginning “the Yard is raising its 
sights to a $600,000 per month pledge of 
salary allotments. The $35,000 sum was 
pledged during the first day’s operation of 
the Payroll Reservation plan at the 
Washington yard. 

Still further indication of the enormous 
energy being generated by the Navy bond 
campaign comes in an announcement from 
headquarters of the Third Naval District 
which reports that $935,873.75 in Defense 
Bonds has been purchased by civilian 
workers in the Third Naval District. It 
was pointed out that the sale of bonds for 
3 Jan. was $556,092.50, of which $454,- 
523.75 came from workers at the New 
York Navy Yard, Brooklyn. 

As a result of conferences between offi- 
cials of the Navy Department Office of De- 
fense Bonds and officials of the Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard, plans have been 
formulated for including the defense bond 
campaign activities of the Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard under the broad Navy 
Department Defense Bond program, 


which is under the direction of Rear Adm. | 


Charles C. Conard, SC, USN-Ret. 

Navy bond officials explain that bonds 
will be issued to Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard units from Navy Department head- 
quarters in Washington, and that sales 
of these Services will be included in the 
general reports made by the Navy De- 
partment. Inclusion of the Coast Guard 
and Marine Corps in the Navy campaign 
which extends throughout the United 
States and to Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, will 
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permit the two Services to make full use 
of the specialized facilities of the Office 
of Defense Bonds, and is expected to re- 
sult in an increase in sales of bonds and 
stamps among Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard personnel. 

Responding to a query, Navy bond of 
ficials emphasized this week that all Navy 
personnel, civilian and military alike, 
may make use of the Payroll Reservation 
Plan, put into effect this month. Explain- 
ing that many men now serving afloat did 
not think the Payroll Reservation Plan 
included them, these officials point out 
that allotments for bonds may be made 
in the same manner as allotments for 
insurance. They explain further that al- 
lotments for the purchase of bonds, 
which must be made at the minimum rate 
of $18.75 per month, may be made over 
and above the maximum allotment al 
lowance figure. 

The Treasury Department will hold 
the bonds for the Navy personnel, who 
will be issued receipts. To prevent any 
misunderstanding concerning redemption 
of the bonds, officials stated that on 
board ship the commanding officer can 
certify any man under his command who 
desires to redeem his bond purchases. A 
Treasury Department form is then signed 
and the money is dispatched to cover 
value of the bond. Thus, a great saving of 
time is effected, in that the bond does 
not have to be sent from the Treasury 
Department to be endorsed by the Navy 
man who seeks to redeem it. 

Communications received recently at 
the Office of Defense Bonds from small 
Navy units throughout the United States 
have prompted officials to once again re- 
iterate an earlier statement that all Navy 
units, no matter what size, will be given 
the opportunity to participate in the Navy 
Department program. It is suggested that 
units interested in participating should 
direct inquiries to the Office of Defense 
tonds, Navy Department, 
D. C.

OUBTLESS the High Command feels it had convincing Allied reasons for the 
D relief of Admiral Thomas C. Hart as Commander of the Allied naval forces in 
the Southwest Pacific and Commander-in-Chief of the Asiatic Fleet, and for the agree 
ment to appoint Vice Admiral Helfrich of the Royal Netherlands Navy to succeed him 
in the former post. Those reasons, we hasten to say, constitute in no way a reflection 
upon the superb capacity which Admiral Hart has displayed in operations and action in 
the Far East, but related, rather, to the desire to mollify the Dutch Government which 
has insisted that it is entitled to representation on the staff of General Wavell. It is 
a fact that the President and the Navy Department have expressed repeatedly their 
admiration for Admiral Hart’s achievements, his readiness which prevented a sur- 
prise like that to our disaster at Pearl Harbor, his intimate cooperation with General 
MacArthur, the skillful extraction of his fleet with its train from Manila Bay without 
a single loss, his wise distribution of submarines in the China Sea and the western 
Pacific which greatly alarmed the Japanese by activity in Tokyo Bay, and his well 
planned and executed action in Macassar Straits based upon the order that already 
is historic: “Submarines and surface ships will attack the enemy, and no vessel will 
leave the scene of action until it is sunk or has all its ammunition exhausted.” Those 
who know Admiral Hart, his staunch courage, his inflexible will, his wiry physique, 
are convinced that only orders from Washington or death would have induced him to 
He built that command so that every leader of a unit knew in

leave his command. 
stinctively what course to pursue in emergency circumstances ; 
with them for coordinating operations was, consequently, unnecessary. Moreover, the 
entire personnel realized, as the Macassar Straits order reveals, that he expected them 
to live up to the highest traditions of the Navy, and that he would tolerate no act not 
in accordance with them. We are assured that upon return to Washington, a new as 
signment will be given to the Admiral which will be a recognition of the gallant and 
effective service he has performed. There should be more than this. The President and 
Congress should join in authorizing him to continue in the grade of Admiral, and a 
grateful country should give him a rousing welcome as he crosses it to Washington 
By these measures, appreciation would be shown of his invaluable services, and the 
morale of the Armed Forces would be enhanced. 


NACTMENT of the act granting a uniform allowance to newly commissioned 
E. officers of the Army is now virtually assured. Both Houses have passed the bill 
and there remains only the report of the conference committee to straighten out 
differences in the wording of the measure, and the subsequent approval of that re 
port by the two houses before the measure goes to the President for signature. The 
promptness of Congress in recognizing this need is indicative of the general dis 
position of the legislators to consider sympathetically the needs of service personnel. 
In the Senate, Senator Edwin C. Johnson's subcommittee is preparing to report the 
measure for a general revision of all service pay schedules. In the House, Repre 
sentative Andrew J. May, chairman of the committee on military affairs, stated that 
he is sympathetic to a pay revision and intimated that his conimittee will take the 
program under consideration. There should be full hearings and ample opportunity 
for all phases of the pay schedule to be thoroughly considered in this general pay 
study to the end that a law may result which will do justice to every grade and rating 
from private to general. There is one pressing problem, similar to that treated in 
the uniform allowance bill, which should be taken up and enacted promptly on its 
merits. That is the old one of providing some means of compensating service per 
sonnel for the use of their privately owned automobiles. At the hundreds of posts 
throughout the United States it is general knowledge that an officer can not ade- 
quately perform his official duties without the use of his own automobile. This was 
true before the emergency (a survey conducted by the AkMy AND Navy JOURNAL re 
vealed that at some posts as high as 85 per cent of private car use was on government 
business). It is even more pressing now that pests have expanded, in some instances 
to limits exceeding those of many cities and towns. To wait for government trans- 
portation would be a great waste of valuable time, so most officers drive their own 
automobiles. To compensate them for this expenditure a special automobile allowance 
should be made and provisions set up for the allotment of tires and other necessities 
for their operation.

Philippine Theater: Japanese gun emplace- 
ments on the southeastern shore of Manila 
tay were destroyed by fire from our fortifi- 
cations. These artillery positions were pre- 
sumably designed by the enemy for an attack 
against Corregidor. 

Nine Japanese transports are at ports in 
Lingayen Gulf, debarking troops to reinforce 
the already very large enemy concentrations 
in Bataan and other points on the Island of 
Luzon 

Relative quiet continued all along the front 
in Bataan during the past twenty-four hours. 
Enemy aerial bombing attacks on our troop 
positions, which began early in the day, de- 
creased later on. They resulted in no damage. 
Intermittent artillery fire flared up in the 
center. There was some increase in patrol 
operations in this same general area. 


War Department, No. #4, 6 Feb. 

Philippine Theater: During the past few 
days American and Filipino troops have been 
bombarded by the Japanese with radio broad 
casts and pamphlets urging them to sur- 
render. These appeals have occasioned con- 
siderable amusement for the troops. 

A radio broadcast addressed to General 
MacArthur was made by Emilio Aguinaldo 
from Manila. Aguinaldo, who led the revolu- 


tion against the United States in 1899, is ap- 
parently being put forward by the Japanese 
as a sort of Philippine Quisling. He urged 
immediate surrender. The appeal was ig- 
nored by General MacArthur. 

The latest pamphlet dropped by Japanese 
aviators over our lines declares that Amer- 
ican money is rapidly becoming valueless and 
that the pay the soldiers are receiving from 
the United States will do them no good. The 
pamphlet concludes by urging the Filipino 
troops to surrender. 

American and Filipino soldiers fighting on 
Rataan Peninsula have received frequent re 
ports from Manila about the worthless “in- 
vasion currency” the Japanese are attempt 
ing to circulate at the point of the bayonet. 
Hence this pamphlet appears to them as par 
ticularly ludicrous, 

The text of the pamphlet follows: 

“TO THE FILIPINO SOLDIERS: 

“All banks in the city of Manila are under 
the regulations of the Japanese forces, and 
newly issued war note is controlling more 
and more the financial activities of Manila 
day after day. For this reason, the money 
you are receiving from the American forces 
as your salary is losing its value and will be 
waste paper in the near future. Take my 
word, you are exposing your life in danger 
without any remuneration. There is nothing 
so pointless! In Manila your countrymen en 
joy life peacefully with full cooperation with

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Naval Activity at Macassar 


From Batavia, Netherlands, Indies, 
this week came press reports, quoting an 
authoritative source, which reveals that 
a group of United States destroyers is 
credited with delivering the main blow 
the Japanese naval and troops expedition 
in a daring attack in the Strait of Macas- 
sar during the running battle of 23-26 
Jan. The source of the revelation is 
quoted as follows: 

“One evening toward dusk four Ameri- 
can destroyers sighted a Japanese cruiser 
sailing southward down the Strait of 
Macassar. The cruiser was near the 
Borneo coast. 

“The American destroyers advanced 
toward it, and as they got nearer they 
spotted a line of three Japanese destroy- 
ers behind the first cruiser and finally 
two more destroyers behind these. On 


the shore side of the protecting line of | 


warships were a number of Japanese 
transports laden with troops and equip- 
ment. 

“The American destroyers immediately 
charged full steam ahead at the middle of 
the line of protecting warships. By then 
the full darkness of night had descended. 
They broke through the line, firing furi- 
ously at the Japanese warships, and as 
soon as they were between the line of 
warships and transports they swung 
northward and raced between the two 
lines of Japanese ships but going in the 
opposite direction. 


“Their guns fired throughout at the | 


Japanese warships, which swung com- 
pletely around and chased the American 
warships northward, leaving the trans- 


ports they were protecting uncovered. 

“As the American destroyers, pursued 
by two Japanese cruisers and five Japa- 
nese destroyers, sped northward through 
the night the Americans ran into a rain- 
storm, which made visibility exceptional- 
ly bad. All the American ships immedi- 
ately executed an about turn and steamed 
back southward toward their original ob- 
jective. 

“The Japanese did not see them turn 
and continued northward into the blue, 


thinking they were still chasing the 
Americans. Thus free of the Japanese 


warships the Americans were able to 
come down in full force on the unpro- 
tected line of Japanese transports. They 
made full use of their hard-won udvant- 
age, sinking several of the transports. 

“They completed their work and re- 
turned to their original base before the 
Japanese warships found out what had 
happened. 

“The American destroyers came out of 
the action almost unscratched.” 





Service Personnel to Schools 

Legislation to permit personnel of the 
Army of the United States to be detailed 
as students at private schools was signed 
by the President this week. 

The bill, S. 2217, would permit not to 
exceed two per cent of the officers and 
two per cent of the enlisted men of the 
Army of the U. S. to be detailed. Previ- 
ously, such authority extended only to the 
Regular Army. 

Principal need for use of private 
schools at present is to train personnel in 
motor transport maintenance and in com- 
munications.

U.S. COAST GUARD 





HAT plans have been formulated for 
the expansion of the Coast Guard to 
include 60,000 enlisted men during fiscal 
year 1943 was reported by Secretary of 
the Navy Frank Knox and Rear Adm. 
Russell R. Waesche, Coast Guard Com- 
mandant, during Congressional hearings 
on the Navy Department Appropriation 
Bill, 1943. Questioned as to the plans for 
the Coast Guard, the Navy Secretary re- 
plied, “They are expanding pretty well. 
I am not familiar with the total figures. 
According to my recollection, I think 
there was something like 60,000 planned 
for the Coast Guard.” 
Admiral Waesche in a more detailed 
statement on expansion of the Coast 
Guard, told a House subcommittee, “I do 


not know whether you gentlemen have 
seen this or not, but in connection with 
the expansion of the Coast Guard—the 


patrol of the harbors is, of course, a Coast 
Guard function—but in addition to that, 
the Navy, due to the fact that they have 
a big job to man their warships, battle- 
ships, cruisers, destroyers, and so forth, 
have given us the job of manning the 
additional small craft which the Navy 
are going to use for this coastal patrol.” 

The Coast Guard commandant said fur- 
ther, “We are manning transports for the 


Navy. That is also in our line. We have 
been working with merchant ships and 
merchant crews all our lives. We are 


training merchant-marine officers and 
men. So as a corollary to what Admiral 
Stark himself told me personally, to en- 
list men to help out the Navy along the 
line which is our specialty—to enlist all 
the men we could—-we drew up a direc- 
tive here which Admiral Stark has ap- 
proved, the Secretary of the Navy has 
approved, and the President has ap- 
proved, which will mean eventually an in- 
crease in the Coast Guard personnel to 
60,000 men.” 

Of interest is the insertion into the 
record of the hearings of a simple chart 
which shows that during fiscal year 1939 
the Coast Guard had 8,886 enlisted men; 
in 1940, 10,866; in 1941, 15,856; in 1942, 
42,870; and in fiscal year 1943, the 60,000 
figure cited above. 

While this discussion emphasized the 
cooperation of the Coast Guard and Navy 
during the war emergency, Capt. C. D. 
Leffler, USN, Bureau of Navigation, said, 
“It is the policy to keep the Coast Guard 
intact so that upon termination of war 
they will be prepared to return to the 
Treasury Department and resume their 
peacetime duties.” 

Queried as to whether the Coast Guard 
had its own ship construction yards, 
Admiral Waesche replied, “We have over 
here at Curtis Bay, South Baltimore, Md., 
what was once a repair yard, where was 
located 35 or 40 years ago the Coast 
Guard Academy. That is where I went to

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The immanent fall of Singapore, and the greater danger to the 
Dutch East Indies and Australia and New Zealand which it will cause, are having 
world-wide repercussions. The strategic value of this supposedly impregnable 
base, possession of which will facilitate enemy operations in the China Sea, the 
Southwestern Pacific and the Indian Ocean, is thoroughly understood by the Nations 
not yet involved in the war. From Singapore. the Japanese will be able to move 
in greater strength upon the Dutch possessions, one of whose naval bases, Amboina 
already has been occupied. Their conquest will release forces to add to those 
operating against British islands north of Australia, and finally against Australia 
itself. 

This is a picture which has been extensively used in Axis propaganda. That 
propaganda forecasts Japanese acquisition of bases in Madagascar, and reports are 
current that negotiations for them actually are underway at Vichy. Just as the 
Axis Powers required Vichy to permit Japanese use of Indo-China for operations 
against China and Malaya and now Burma, so they may be expected to require 
the Petain Government to allow the Far Eastern Power to operate from the French 
island. Thus would be under attack the supply lines from America and Britain 
to the British forces operating in North Africa and the Near East, and those to 
Rangoon where the Burma road starts on its way to Chung King. It is important 
to note also that as a result of the Japanese successes, conferences have been in 
progress between Vichy, Madrid and Lisbon, and reports are in circulation that 
the Government at those capitals may find it expedient to promote Axis operations 
in Africa. It already has been revealed that with French assistance, food, oil and 
other materials have reached General Rommel’s Army in Libya and these supplies 
have enabled it to drive the British back toward Egypt. The United States Govern- 
ment made inquiries at Vichy regarding the French action and in consequence of 

t Ss expressed its sharp displeasure. We are also endeavor- 
e more extensive collaboration with the Axis Powers, and 
cle ! a vis the Governments of Spain and Portugal. Vichy 
thoroughly undersiand it expanded cooperation with the Axis would cause the 
United States to act under the Pan-American treaties and seize French possessions 
in this Hemisphere. Portugal is apprehensive that if she should join the Axis, 
the United States and Britain would take the Cape Verde, Azore and Madeira 
Islands, and probably Portuguese territory in western Africa. Spain fears the British 
may seize the Balearic Islands and Tangiers. A bomb explosion which occurred 
in the latter city, followed by anti-British riots, has been the subject of acrimonious 
discussion in Madrid, charges and counter charges being made that the explosion 
was caused by German or British agents. 

As a result of the mediation of President Roosevelt, Australia and New Zea- 

land finally consented to the meeting of the Pacific Council in London. Added to 
that Council as well as to Britain’s War Cabinet, is the Government of India. 
The Secretary for India disclosed in the House of Commons that Prime Minister 
Churchill and his associates felt that India should be accorded the same opportu- 
nities as the Dominions in connection with the formulation and direction of policy 
for prosecution of the war. This is an important concession especially in view of 
the fact that India does not have dominion status. The purpose of this representa- 
tion is to modify Indian antagonism, and to induce that vast country to participate 
wholeheartedly in the defense of the Empire. A meeting of General Wavell and 
Chiang Kai-Shek occurred this week in India and it is understood that the single 
subject of discussion was the greater use of Chinese forces for the protection of 
surma and India, and the supply of those forces as well as the troops in China 
from America and Britain. Both of these matters are of prime importance in view 
of the Japanese advance, but what concerns Chiang Kai-Shek is the matter of 
supply more than that of the use of his men. It is now admitted that the amount 
of supplies that have been carried over the Burma road is far less than the world 
has imagined. It is this fact which was responsible for the speedy appropriation 
of $500 millions by Congress at the instance of the President which was immediately 
made available to the Chung-King Government. This money is to be used for 
stabilization of currency, payment of manufacturers of munitions in China, pay 
ment of troops, etc. 

Objection by the Dutch Government to the failure of the United States and 
Great Britain to give it recognition in the High Command in the Southwest Pacific, 
has been removed by the appointment of Vice Admiral Helfrich to command the 
naval forces in that area, and by the representation given it upon the Pacific 
Council. The Dutch also have been aided by the landing of American troops in their 
islands of Curacao and Aruba in the Caribbean Sea. While Australia and New 
Zealand still look to the United States as their source of supplies, the close liaison 
established between the Pacific Council and the combined Chiefs of Staff Committee 
in Washington has tended to lessen their resentment at the failure of the British 
Government to consider the problems arising from their dangerous position. The 
arrival of an American naval force in Australian waters, and its assignment for the 
protection of the Anzac area and the communications with North America was a 
contributory reason for the satisfaction now felt at Canberra from which had 
emanated acrid comments that were weakening the bonds of the British Empire. 
As said above the participation of India in the Council is expected to appeal to 
the Indian people. While there is rumbling, and many differences still to be ironed 
out, it is felt that the organization of the council marks a long step toward unity 
in the Far East and Southwest Pacific to the advantage of the war effort of the 
United Nations.

Provisional Parachute Group—The Army's new plan of supplying personnel for the 
rapidly expanding Provisional Parachute Group directly from civilian life as well as 
from replacement training centers, has proven successful according to officials with 
more than “enough” men applying for enlistment in the parachute group. The new 
program was innovated several weeks ago and the first group of candidates already are 
enrolled in the Provisional Parachute Group School, a part of the Infantry Schoo] at 
Ft. Benning, Ga. 

Age restriction which barred men from 18 to 20 years have been lifted and any 
man at any of the Infantry’s Replacement Training Centers who is within the 18 to 
30 age limit, in good health and has a clean military record, may now apply for para- 


|

chute training. Civilians enlisted for parachute training are sent to replacement train- 
ing centers for a three month processing course and are then transferred to the In- 
fantry School to be enrolled in the Provisional Parachute Group course. 


Armored Foree—The tank used by American troops during the World War, officially 
known as the Mark VIII, has been approved as the design for new collar insignia for 
the Armored Force. For officers assigned to numbered battalions or regiments, the 
number may be placed above the tank. Enlisted men, however, will only be authorized 
to wear the tank only, which will be superimposed on a disk background. The new 
colors of the Armored Force will be green and white. This combination of colors will 
be reproduced in the cord edge braid worn on garrison caps of enlisted personnel and 
will also be used in the symbols on guidons and organization standards. In the case 
of guidons, the insignia will be white on a green background. Armored Force organiza- 
tion standards will have a green background with a white fringe. No change has been 
made in the tentatively approved shoulder sleeve insignia, which represents a tractor 
tread, a cannon and a flash of lightning upon a yellow, red and blue triangular back- 
ground. 

Capt. Howard M. Snyder, jr., has been appointed as aide-de-camp to Brig. Gen. 
Walton H. Walker, commander of the 3rd (Bayou Blitz) Division. Captain Snyder 
is at present an assistant Inspector General in Washington. 


Bureau of Aeronauties—Navy-trained pilots now flying under Chinese direction in the 
Burma area were praised last Saturday by Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox and 
Rear Adm. John H. Towers, USN, Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics. Reports from 
the battle area, though unofficial, have indicated that these men, flying as volunteers 
for the Chinese Government, have had marked success against the enemy. 

Early last spring a call was made by General Chiang Kai-Shek for American 
personnel to act as instructors and pilots for the P-40 type airplanes which had been 
purchased in this country by the Chinese government. It had been found that Chinese 
pilots were not trained sufficiently to pilot this advanced type of craft, and American 
assistance was desired until the Chinese pilots could be properly trained. Through 
representatives of the Chinese government in this country, successful efforts were made 
to enroll pilots trained by the armed forces of the United States. When 62 qualified 
naval pilots indicated their desire to perform this work, the Navy Department inter 
posed no objection to release of those persons from the naval service who desired 
io serve with the Chinese forces. Their resignations were accepted and transporta- 
tion, pay and all other matters connected with their contracts were handled by the 
Chinese government through its representatives in the United States. 

Unofficial reports reaching the Navy Department indicate that the performance 
of the former naval aviators and naval aviation pilots, both Navy and Marine Corps, 
has been outstandingly satisfactory. The Navy is proud of their work, particularly in 
view of the fact that the men so engaged represent a fair cross section of the type of 
men in the naval organization. The method of training which qualified these men has 
withstood the test of actual warfare under the most exacting and trying conditions. 

Secretary of the Navy Knox announced last Saturday the selection of two of the 
four universities whose facilities will be used in part under the new aviation training 
program. The University of Georgia, Athens, Ga., has been selected as the intensive 
pre-flight training center for the Southern Area of the United States, and the State 
University of Iowa, Iowa City, Iowa, has been selected for the Middle West. Selec- 
tions have not been made of a Far Western university or an Eastern university, as 
the survey now being conducted is not yet complete. Details of the use of these uni- 
versities and the Navy’s new pre-flight training program may be found in last week’s 
ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL, 

Latest addition to the equipment at the Navy's “University of the Air” at Corpus 
Christi, Tex., is a caterpillar-type amphibian tank suitable for use in shallow water 
and marsh lands for rescue and salvage work. 

The machine, nicknamed “Swamp Bug,” carries 10 men, complete diving equip- 
ment, cranes for lifting planes, and tools for any emergency. Twenty feet long and 
eight feet wide, the “Bug” weighs four tons and can travel at a speed of 10 miles per 
hour. An endless caterpillar-type tread, with angled flat cross pieced irons, acts as a 
propeller. 


Field Artillery—The Field Artillery Replacement Training Center at Ft. Sill, Okla., 
will begin training enlisted men early in March as specialists for observation battalions, 
marking the first time ouch training has been instituted at that center. Previously, 
hew men were sent to existing observation battalions for training. 

these units are especially 


Commonly known as “sound and flash battalions,” 
trained and equipped to locate enemy artillery by sound or by flash. The information 
of enemy batteries thus obtained is used to direct the fire of our artillery. Though 
this is their mission, targets of opportunity are not disregarded. Initially, the training 
unit will be a small one of approximately 250 men and officers. They all will receive 
an 11-week training course in their speciality after undergoing basic military training. 
It is planned later to establish a school for advanced training in sound and flash 
ranging techniques, with special emphasis on developments resulting from mobile 
warfare. 

In “flash ranging,”

Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—lIts central building towering 270 feet above the 
untryside, the National Naval Medical Center was commissioned at 11 A. M. (EST) 
Feb.. when Rear Adm. Charles M. Oman, (MC), USN, formally took command of 

he Center. At exactly 11 A. M., the flag over the Naval Medical Center at 23rd and 

i Streets, N. W., Washington, D. C., was lowered. All sections of the old center have 

been moved to the new location just beyond Bethesda, Md 

Under Admiral Oman, separate subordinate commands have been constituted for 
the various elements of the Naval Medical Center, these including the Naval Hospital, 
Naval Medical School, and Naval Dental School. A research department for which 
quarters soon will be built, also will have its own commanding officer under Admiral 
man. 

The research building, when completed, will have claborate equipment for the 
tudy of pressure effect on deep-sea divers, submarine crews and aviators, considered 
» be a most important field of naval physiological study. 

The medical library at the center can hold as many as 70,000 volumes, and now 
bas more than 20,000 including a number of 17th and 18th century medical works 
believed to be, after the destructive bombings in London, the only copies in existence. 

While present construction provides a bed capacity of 450, it is expected that 
planned expansion will raise the bed capacity to more than 1,000. Separate buildings 
have been provided to house 276 hospital corpsmen and 72 nurses, while other houses 
for the principal officers are likewise located on the 264.7-acre site. 

Another feature of the center is the auditorium which has a capacity of 600, and 
is intended to serve for recreational and instructive programs and for church services 
n Sunday. 


According to officers instructing the Army's first class of Negro 
yers in a secluded country Ala., the number of “washouts” has 
been very low and Negro aviators “take to military life like 
a duck to water.”

These numbers, which are carried by the cars for their entire Army service, are painted 
in blue lustreless enamel on olive drab background on both sides of the hood and the 
back tail-gate and doors of trucks. 

The first number or the first number followed by a zero classifies a vehicle by 

A 1 or 10 indicates a passenger car; 2 indicates a utility truck up to one ton; 
3 indicates 114-ton trucks; 4, medium trucks; 5, heavy trucks; 6, motorcycles; 7, am- 
bulances ; 8 and 9, tractors ; 00, special service and maintenance trucks; and 20, “jeeps” 
and other vehicles of that class. 

The Remount Division has reported acquisition of nine race horses and four polo 
ponies, the former at a cost of about $700 each and the latter at a token cost of $1 each. 
The race horses, which formerly ran at the Santa Anita track, will be used for breed- 
ing purposes, quartermaster officials relate. Six of the horses have been sent to the Col- 
orado Springs Remount Depot, while three others, one of whom is the son of Man 0’ 
War, are now at San Mateo, Calif., awaiting shipment to other depots. The polo ponies 
were donated to the Army by the Ft. Snelling-Twin Cities Polo Association. 

“In order to insure appropriate and adequate training of Quartermaster units of 
the field forees, under control of the Corps Area commander, for their tactical mis- 
sions, all post, camp and station commanders will carry out such training instruction 
und programs as may be issued by the Army Commanders” an announcement from the 
Office of the Quartermaster, Fourth Corps Area headquarters, states. The announce- 
ment adds that “where facilities are inadequate within the units themselves for the 
training of certain specialists, arrangements will be made with the Motor Maintenance 
Officer, and the Post Quartermaster, to place such personnel as understudies to spe- 
cialists of appropriate qualifications in the various shops or offices; for example, per- 
sonnel from a depot company (MT) whose assignment requires knowledge f purchas- 
ing and contracting might well be placed as understudy in the Purchasing and Con- 
tracting Section of a Post Quartermaster office.” 

Brig. Gen. Joseph E. Barzynski, commanding general of the Chicago Quartermas- 
ter Depot, this week reported the purchase of 1,400,000 steel folding cots, valued at more 
than $4,500,000. Lt. Col. C. N. Elliott, Depot Procurement Officer, explained at the 
same time that ceiling price for the cots was $3.22 each. 

All flour purchased for the Army in the future will be enriched with vitamins and 
minerals, conforming with standards set by the Federal Food and Drug Administration, 
the War Department reported this week in an announcement which explained that the 
enriched flour is straight, hard-wheat flour which has in it specified amounts of at least 
two vitamins—thiamin and niacin, and one added mineral, namely iron.

Ski Training—Although the War Department has no general program for the training 
of ski troops on a large scale, it is missing no angles in exploring this type of training 
in detail. Today the Army has at least three separate units undergoing ski training 
at three well-known “cold spots” throughout the United States. The latest indication 
that the ski training program might be going to receive more impetus is the War De- 
partment’s announcement that sections of Mt. Rainier National Park have been taken 
over by the Army for the training of ski and mountain troops. 

“Plans have been developed and approved for Army use of the Tatoosh Club and 
Varadise Lodge for housing soldiers,” the War Department said in announcing the 
“loan” of facilities at Mt. Rainier. “These winter quarters are near excellent ski ter- 
rain on the high barren slopes of Mt. Rainier.” The 87th Mountain Infantry, Rein- 
forced, has already been assigned to training at Mt. Rainier the War Department added. 
In commenting on the facilities of training at Mt. Rainier, the War Department 
added: “It is the most heavily glaciated peak in continental United States and pro- 
vides 12 continuous months for experimenting with virtually all types of snow and ice 
conditions, and also affords satisfactory areas for training mountain troops at high 
altitudes on its huge cliffs and rocks and on its densely timbered lower slopes.” 

The Army has at various times assigned small units to ski training, but these 
units were later disbanded and returned to other assignments. This winter, however, 
vnits were assigned to ski training at Ft. Ethan Allen, Vt., Ft. Niagara, N. Y., and at 
Ft. Lewis, Wash. The size and scope of the training at these “cold spots” were not 
announced but it is believed that they are small units that are being utilized for test 
purposes.

Serving with a cavalry regiment, Ch. Methias Zerfus has won the twenty-sixth 
cavalry citation of the regimeut for valor. Recipient of the Distinguished Service Cross 
is Ch. Ralph Brown, who was cited for his courage in treating and taking to the hospi- 
tal men injured during the raid on Clark Field. 

Ch. Earl B. Clark, Camp Malako, Hawaii, in a recent communication to Ch. Wil- 
liam R. Arnold, Chief of Chaplains reports that “instead of a chapel dedication, we 
had an air raid.” Chaplain Clark had arranged ceremonies for the dedication of a new 
chapel at the camp on Sunday morning, 7 Dec. 

War Department instructions concerning transportation for chaplains explain 
that there were “instances where attached chaplains and their assistants have been 
unable to perform their functions in a satisfactory manner due either to apparent 
lack of transportation or to having it provided in such uncertain manner as to preclude 
planning for its use.” 

The War Department instructions then state that “it is considered that units are 
currently provided with adequate transportation, and it is desired that immediate and 
positive action be taken by responsible officers to correct the above condition.” 


Dental Corps—Officials in the Dental Division, Office of the Surgeon General, have 
drafted a notice which will be sent to Dental journals and organizations throughout the 
country, informing that the Government and the Red Cross alone are authorized to 
ask for donations of unused dental equipment to be sent to our Allies. 

“In these days of war,” the notice begins, “the helpful spirit of dentistry is mani- 
fest on every side. Thousands of dentists are asking, ‘How can we help?” It is ex- 
plained that some patriotic dentists, acting either as individuals or as organizations, 
have launched campaigns to collect instruments and equipment for shipment to the 
Allies. 

To prevent the undesirable results of such campaigns, officials in the Dental Divi- 
sion emphasize that “our government has provided ample funds for the purchase of 
new instruments and supplies for our allies.”” The announcement continues, “When the 
Government or the American Red Cress ask you to give your old instruments, do so. 
Until then, be absolutely sure that you check on the siatus of such ‘collection agen- 
cies.’” 

“Many excellent people,” the Dental announcement relates, “even prominent 
physicians and dentists, have been identified with well intentioned activities. However, 
having no approval from the Red Cross or the Government, it will be utterly impossible 
to send the supplies collected.” 

“The facts are that there is no need for dental equipment, instruments and sup- 
plies. It might be interesting to note that the recognized government representatives of 
the Allied nations who are aware of the needs of their particular country, have made 
but little demand upon this country for dental supplies and equipment under Lease- 
Lend.” 

Completing its first month of activity this week, Dental Clinic No. 1, Keesler 
Field, Miss., under Chief Dental Surgeon Lt. Col. Harry E. Smalley has relieved an 
average of 140 toothaches a day. It was reported that since the opening of the clinic 
on 11 Jan., Army dentists have filled between 600 and 700 cavities and have extracted 
575 teeth. Morning sessions at the clinic are reserved for the caring of emergency cases, 
while less serious cases are cared for by appointment in the afternoon. 


Ordnance Department—In a message of congratulation, Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wesson, 
Chief of Ordnance, has wired the President of the Colt Patent Fire Arms Co., Hartford, 
Conn.: “I have been informed that your workers have designated the difficult work 
period from midnight to dawn as the ‘MacArthur Shift’ in honor of that gallant force 
which is standing against the enemy in the Philippines. This designation should be 
an inspiration to every ‘dogwatch’ worker in our production effort. General MacArthur 
and his men, like the American soldiers and those of the other United Nations on every 
front, are dependent on them and the thousands of other American workers through- 
out the country—on every shift—to supply their fighting needs.” 

The name “MacArthur Shift” was originated by the employees. World War vet- 
eran Joseph F. Tracy, milling machine operator commented, “It isn’t much fun going 
to work when everybody else is in bed, but when we come on our shift we just think 
of our boys with General MacArthur, and you can bet that we make the wheels turn.” 

Production of trinitrophenylmethylnitramine—for obvious reasons more famil- 
iarly known as tetryl—was 60 per cent greater during January than in December at 
government-owned Ordnance plants, the War Department reported this week. The 
compound,more sensitive than TNT, is used as a booster charge in bombs and in shells 


of various calibers. 


Corps of Engineers—Several thousand prefabricated buildings, easily shipped and 
quickly assembled, suitable for housing troops in varying climates have been developed 
by the Corps of Engineers it was disclosed by the War Department yesterday. These 
buildings, of which four types have been developed, will be used for quartering the 
troops where permanent construction is not necessary or feasible. Experiments have 
shown that one of the buildings can be erected by 12 workers in less than half a day. 

The prefabricated buildings, 20 feet wide and from 48 to 100 feet long, accommo- 
date 20 to 40 men each and are made of all-wood or wood and steel construction. Of 
the all-wood types, one is designed for erection in temperate climates, another for use 
in tropical climates, and a third for erection in cold climates. Insulated roofs are 
provided for the types designed for erection in the tropics and in cold climates. 

A fourth type, made of steel with a wooden floor and with heavy insulation, will 
be utilized for housing troops in frigid climates. It is known as the “Nissen Hut” type, 
being named after a type of barracks built by the French at Nissen, France, during 
the World War.

Wire Thrower RL-37 has been 
recommended for standardization by the Signal Corps Technical Committee.

Russian Cold—The front reports broadcast by the German home radio explain just 
what the Russian cold means to a mechanized army which has not been properly 
organized for fighting it. These front reports are recorded by reporters of the German 
Propaganda Corps, and they are allowed nowadays to be extremely realistic and 
vivid so as to impress on the German civilians the “heroic resistance” of the German 
soldier. Here is a typical broadcast as announced by the German radio: 

“Our drinks are warm when they leave the field kitchen, but when they reach the 
front they are frozen. If a fire is burning in our stove we melt down the frozen drinks, 
but it is rather difficult to get firewood as all the wood is frozen hard. The main attrac 
tion on Christmas Eve was the arrival of a barrel of beer—frozen hard. Each man 
tried to melt his piece of beer in his mouth.” 

On 18th Jan. a German broadcast said: “You must have lived this to know what 
it means. The guns, though specially prepared for the cold, will not fire usually and 
we have to use hand grenades or bayonets. Tanks which in summer are real furnaces 
turn to lumps of ice and are practically impossible to move. The tanks are now ic« 
cellars of steel through which the icy air drawn in by the engines passes like a hurri- 
cane. The crews are wrapped up like Arctic explorers but are shivering nevertheless 
The temperature was 35 degrees below zero. Sometimes when the terrain seemed im 
possible to our tanks, hand grenades had to plough up the soil for the caterpillars to 
get a grip. A few bursts had to be tired from time to time from the machine guns 
to keep them from getting frozen.” 


Navy Chaplains Corps—Lt. James F. Cunningham, Chaplain Corps, USNR, reported 
for duty at the Naval Air Station, San Juan, P. R., last week, the first Navy chaplain 
to be assigned there since the station opened. Recently he has been at Coco Solo. Lt 
Cunningham, who entered the Naval Reserve in May 1940, is a member of the Paulists, 
a missionary order. Ordained a priest in 1930 Father Cunningham had ten years 
of varied experience before receiving his Navy commission. He is a native of Danbury 
Conn.

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Destruction of Vermin and 
Rodents in Barracks 


BY G. C. SHERRARD,

\ HEN a building becomes infested 
with vermin, insects, or rodents, the 
use of a gaseous fumigant offers the most 
practical means of immediate disinfesta- 
tion. As hydrocyanic acid gas is highly 
lethal both to insect and animal life and 
comparatively cheap in cost, it is one of 
the most practical and efficient, as well 
as one of the most dangerous fumigants 
which may be used for this purpose. 

The infestation of Army Barracks and 
furnishings with lice, bedbugs, and cock- 
roaches presents a sanitary problem 
rather difficult of control for the reason 
that there are fairly continuous ex- 
changes of human occupants, of which a 
considerable number of the incoming flow 
are likely to have been in recent contact 
with civilian sources of infestation. In 
addition there is a constant influx of food 
supplies from individual and commercial 
sources by means of which cockroach in- 
festation is readily accomplished. 

The detection of vermin and insect in- 
Testation by frequent and regular inspec- 
tions is a fairly simple matter but the 
elimination of such infestation is much 
more difficult. This is especially true 
when emergency requirements have ne- 
cessitated hurried construction of bar- 
racks without the incorporation of rodent 
and vermin proof features. 

Once infestation of potential disease 
transmitting vermin or insects has been 
demonstrated in either the furnishings or 
structure of a barrack, some method of 
disinfestation should be inaugurated 
without delay. Live steam under pres- 
sure, live streaming steam and boiling 
water are efficient insecticides and when 
suitable facilities are available any one 
of these methods may be applied to ar- 
ticles and materials which are susceptible 
to such treatment. Steam under pressure 
to be effective should be kept at a pres- 
sure of 15 Ibs. per square inch with an 
exposure of thirty minutes. Streaming 
steam should be applied at a temperature 
of not less than 212° F. with an exposure 
of two hours. Boiling water is effective 
with one half hour exposure when the 
material treated is preheated with the 
water. To obtain effective results, disin- 
festation of all clothing, furnishings, and 
barracks must be accomplished simul- 
taneously. A practical method of obtain- 
ing this end is to send all washable cloth- 
ing and furnishings to the laundry in 
vermin proof bags and fumigate the re- 
mainder along with the barracks with a 
gaseous fumigant such as hydrocyanic 
acid gas. 


Preparation of Barracks 

When fumigation by hydrocyanic acid 
gas is contemplated the barracks should 
be made reasonably gas tight by closing 
all aperatures and sealing the cracks 
around doors, windows, etc. The furnish- 
ings should be arranged in such a manner 
that will permit easy penetration by the 


fumigant. When barracks are to be oc- 
cupied for sleeping quarters the same 
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night, the fumigant should be released in 
a dosage of 2 oz. per 1000 cu. ft. of space, 
with an exposure period not exceeding 
four hours. When the evacuation period 
can be extended for 24 hours from the be- 
ginning of aeration, a dosage of six ounces 
per 1000 cu. ft. of space may be used, 
with an exposure of six hours. The maxi- 
mum dosage should never exceed 8 02. 
per 1000 cu. ft. of space nor should the 
exposure extend for more than a 12-hour 
period and when this dosage is used no 
person should be permitted to occupy 
the building for sleeping quarters until 
aerated for a minimum period of 36 hours 
and careful tests have been made of both 
the buildings and furnishings for residue 
gas. This increased dosage secures a 
greater percentage of killed vermin and 
when the infestation is slight or recent, 
may obviate the necessity of later fumi- 
gation. Compartments not used for sleep- 
ing, such as kitchens, messrooms, pan- 
tries, etc. may be fumigated at the rate of 
4 to 6 oz. per thousand cu. ft. of space 
during the night without any material in- 
terference of routine daytime activities. 
Fabrics made of either animal or vege- 
table fibres have the property of retain- 
ing gaseous fumigants by absorption and 
adsorption. The retention of gas by this 
means is in ratio to the concentration and 
period of exposure. Its release is slow and 
gradual, dispersion depending to a con- 
siderable extent on atmospheric condi- 
tions. An understanding of these charac- 
teristics will materially aid in reducing 
accidents. 

The leakage of a gaseous fumigant into 


an adjoining compartment which is in- | 
habited may endanger human life, there- | 


fore it is most important that the entire 
building be vacated before fumigation of 
any compartment is undertaken. 


Destruction of Eggs 

Due to the propensity of vermin and 
insects to deposit eggs in protected 
places, and the resistance of eggs to | 
lethal qualities of fumigants even when 
exposed, it is advisable to refumigate 
after an interval of 10 days in order to 
destroy the young that may have hatched 
in the meantime 

Fumigation activities with hydrocyan- 
ic acid gas should be confined to those 
individuals having previous experience 
and training with this particular gas. 
Personnel under consideration for train- 
ing in this work should be chosen es- 
pecially for characteristics indicating 
thoroughness and dependability. When 
fumigation is to be accomplished with 
hydroecyanic acid gas the entire building | 
should be evacuated of all occupants and 
a thorough search made for the presence 
of unauthorized persons before the fumi- 
gant is introduced. Following fumigation, 
all clothing, drapes, pillows, blankets, mat- 
tresses, and similar absorbent textiles, 
should be thoroughly shaken, and aerated 
outdoors for a minimum period of one 
hour for each ounce of hydrocyanic acid 
used for 1000 cu. ft. of space. Thus a dos 
age of 4 oz. per 1000 cu. ft. of space would 
require four hours of subsequent outside 
aeration. Gas masks with canisters de- 
signed for protection against hydrocyanic 
acid gas and any admixture of warning 
gas must be used by the fumigators. | 
Guards should be posted, and warning 
signs displayed. No building should be oc- 
cupied until thoroughly aerated, tested, 
and declared safe by an experienced | 
fumigator. These tests may be chemical | 
(methyl orange test papers), biological, 
or through the use of the sense of taste 
and smell. The application of a lachry- 
matory irritant such as chloropicrin (be- 
ing heavier and less volatile than HCN) 
to the extent of 5% of the amount of 
hydrocyanic acid used, or its admixture 
with that fumigant, is of material as- 
sistance in determining the safety of a 
compartment for occupancy. 


Most Practicable Method 

Rodent and insect infestation are fre- 
quently concomitant and when this oc- 
curs fumigation with a gaseous fumigant 
lethal to both, such as hydrocyaniec acid 
affords the most practical method for 
their destruction. 

In addition to the sanitary results ob- 
tainable it would seem that the regular 
fumigation of kitchens, and messhalls at 
stated intervals would afford the Army 


an opportunity to train a large number 
of personnel in the use of lethal concen- 
trations of poison gas and provide an op- 
portunity for such personnel to familiar- 
ize themselves with the precautions to be 
used for protection against such gas. In- 
deed the use of such a method of rodent 
and vermin control could easily be made 
a training school for the instruction of 
personnel in certain phases of chemical 
and defensive warfare. 

While the immediate destruction of 
rodents, vermin, cockroaches, and similar 
pests, is best accomplished by fumiga- 
tion, this procedure should not be con- 
sidered a substitute for sanitation. Fumi- 
gation is only the means of relieving the 
acute condition created by these pests and 
we must look at the application of good 
housekeeping practices for the prevention 
of such undesirable infestation. The con- 
tinued presence of an appreciable number 
of pests is likely to direct suspicion at 
clean and sanitary compartments. Take 
those responsible for the maintenance of 
an uncovered garbage container, add some 
floors and shelves littered with waste 
particles of food, leave some edible food 
supplies exposed, combine all these con- 
ditions with a liberal supply of dirt, 
grease, and filth, and there is created a 
sign which may be interpreted as read- 
ing, “Welcome Pests.” 





Service Widows’ Pensions 

The President has vetoed H. R. 902, 
providing an increase of pension from $30 
to $100 for Mrs. Elizabeth Painter Meno- 
her, widow of Maj. Gen. Charles T. Meno- 
her, USA. 

“The long, efficient and meritorious ser- 
vice rendered by General Menoher is well 
known,” said the President. However, he 
pointed out, “The Veterans’ Administra- 
tion has consistently taken a_ stand 
against such special bills. I regret, there- 
fore, that I do not feel justified in approv- 
ing the bill. 

“In this particular case illness creates 
hardship, but it is still not right to make 
an exception by a special bill because 
other widows of officers doubtless suffer 
from the same hardship. 

“In lieu of special bills,” Mr. Roosevelt 
reminded, the Veterans’ Administrator 
“has advocated a thorough study of the 
subject with a view of enactment of gen- 
eral legislation to meet all cases; and I 
am advised by the Administrator of Vet- 
erans’ Affairs that he is collaborating 
with the service departments and the 
appropriate committees of Congress in 
the development of general legislation for 
this purpose.” 





Deficiency Appropriations 

The House this week passed and sent 
to the Senate a $160,000,000 deficiency 
appropriation bill, carrying $100,000,000 
for purchase of equipment by the Office 
of Civilian Defense. Debate was confined 
principally to Mrs. Roosevelt’s section of 
the office, with its children’s and women’s 
programs. An amendment was added to 


the bill, expressing sense of the House | 
that no part of the funds shall be used for | 


“instruction in physical fitness by danc- 
ers, fan dancing, street shows, theatrical 
performances or other public entertain- 
ments.” 


Also stricken out was an item of $80,- | 


000 to enable the Treasury Department 
to pay Walt Disney, Hollywood producer, 
for a Donald Duck film urging payment 
of income taxes, 





Central Defense Command 

A bill. H. R. 6576, has been introduced 
by Representative Case, of S. D., to set 
up a central defense command, with sub- 
ordinate zone defense commands to co- 
ordinate and unify the activities of the 
Army, Navy and Air Forces of the United 
States. 

Mr. Case described his bill as setting up 
a unified command without wholesale re- 
shuffling or revolutionary interruption. 
To the central defense command would 
he added 16 members of Congress from 
the House and Senate military and naval 
committees and military naval appropria- 
tions subcommittees to form a council of 
defense reorganization.

Twenty-seven Organized Infantry Re- 

erve Divisions will be changed from the 

d style Square Divisions into hard-hit 

ng, streamlined Triangular Divisions 

milar to those of the Regular Army and 
me National Guard Divisions. Cavalry 
lbivisions of the Organized Reserve will 

e disbanded as divisions and their com 
ponents assigned to other field duties. 

Since Organized Reserve units are now 

greatly reduced strength in officers, 
officer and enlisted cadres for the Divi 
sions to be activated will be selected by 
the War Department from all available 
sources and will furnish the framework 
on Which the complete divisions will be 
formed. Most of the Reserve officers 
hose peacetime assignments were to 
these divisions are now in the Federal 
service on other assignments. However, 

ll qualified Reserve officers not now on 

ctive duty will be included in the officer 
wrsonnel required to fill the new units 

Under the new plan these divisions will 

e reduced from two Infantry Brigades 
of two regiments each, four in all, one 
Field Artillery Brigade of three regi 
nents, and other Square Divisions units, 
to the close-knit Triangular Divisions of 
three regiments of Infantry, four bat 
talions of Field Artillery and authorized 
nits 

The ‘Triangular Division, operating 
directly under the Division Commander 
instead of through Brigade Commanders, 
provides a cohesive organization of three 
ombat teams of Infantry and Artillery, 
apable of concentrating its fire power t 
far greater effect than the Square Divi 
sion 

Three of the existing four regiments of 
Infantry in each division will be retained 
und the fourth transferred to the Coast 
\rtillery Corps for anti-aircraft defense 

The three Field Artillery Regiments 
will be reduced in size to battalions. A 
fourth Field Artillery Battalion will be 
formed from the Ammunition Train. 

Infantry Brigade Headquarters of the 
old Square Divisions will be changed into 
Division Reconnaissance units of the new 
Triangular Divisions Field Artillery 
Brigade Headquarters will become Divi 
sion Field Artillery Headquarters. 

Part of the Engineer Regiments in the 
old Square Divisions will become the En 
vineer Battalions in the Triangular Divi 
sions; the remainder will be transferred 
to the Army Air Corps as Engineer avia 
tion units. 

Divisional Cavalry units will be turned 
nto Tank Destroyer units in some cases,

Philippine Theater: Several of the specially 
built barges which the Japanese used in at 
tempting landings on the West Coast of Ba 
taan have been captured.

This equip 
ment was part of the relief supplies given to 
Japan by the United States after the disas 
trous earthquake and fire which devastated 
much of Japan in 1923. In this connection it 
is interesting to note that these supplies were 
loaded on the Army transport Merritt in 
Manila for shipment to Japan under the di 
rection of Brigadier Genera! Douglas Mace 
Arthur, then Commander of the Philippine 
Scouts Brigade.

teports reaching General MacArthur's 
headquarters from the occupied areas of 
Luzon indicate that Filipino farmers who 
were evicted from their homes by Japanese 
invaders have crowded into Manila or have 
hidden in the mountains to eseape harsh 
treatment at the hands of the Japanese sol 
diers. As 4 result there is a great scarcity 
of laborers to tend the crops, and food sup 
plies are becoming scarce. 

This condition has so alarmed the Japanese 
military authorities that Lt. Gen. Masaharu 
Homma, commanding the Japanese Army in 
Luzon, issued the following proclama 
tion:

On 31 Jan. 1942, Vice Adm. William F. Hal 
sey, jr., in command of a well balanced force 
of aircraft carriers, cruisers and destroyers, 
raided the Japanese strongholds on Roi, 
Kwajalein, Wotje, Taroa and Jaluit Islands 
of the Marshall group and Makin Island in 
the Gilbert group 


The results of these separate actions fol 
low: 

On Roi Island of the Kwajalein Atoll a 
well-equipped airbase was located with 12 
fighter planes and several bombers. Two 


hangars, an ammunition dump, all fuel stor 
tage, all other storage and warehouses, a ra 
dio building, and three fighter planes and 
six scout bombers in the air, in addition to

Pay of Missing Persons 

After several days of debate, the Sen 
ate Naval Affairs Committee this week 
voted to report H.R. 6446, the missing 
persons’ bill, in a revised form which will 
extend its provisions to all of the services 
and limit its duration to 12 months after 
termination of the war. 

As passed by the House the bill guar 
anteed pay and allotments’of missing per 
sons of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
and civilian personnel of the War and 
Navy Departments only. The Senate has 
extended its provisions to cover the Coast 
Guard, Public Health Service, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey and all civilian em 
plovees of the government outside of the 
United States 

The Senate version also provides that 
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pay of missing persons may be allotted to 
pay the premiums on all types of insur 
ance instead of upon government insur 
ance policies only. 

The committee amendment also would 
provide that dependents and household 
and personal effects of persons killed or 
missing in action as the result of military 
or naval may be moved at 
government expense to such locations as 
the head of the department concerned 
may consider necessary

School for Officer Candidates 

New procedure for the selection of 
Field) Artillery personnel for Officer's 
Candidate Training and the establishment 
of an Officer’s Candidate Preparatory 
School in each of the Field Artillery’s 
Replacement Training Centers is now 
underway 

The new Officer’s Preparatory School 
is designed to measure the ability of en 
listed men who have been selected for 
Officer’s Candidate training. Heretofore 
all potential students in Officer’s Candi 
date training were assigned from the 
ranks directly to the Officer’s Candidate 
School—without processing and without 
any test to determine their suitability for 
officer training 

In the future all such candidates will 
he approved tentatively by the Officer's 
Candidate Examining Board and sent to 
the new Officers’ Candidate Preparatory 
School for prep studies. At the comple 
tion of the prep course, which is of one 
month’s duration, the candidate for of 
ficer training will then be given final ap 
proval for attending the Officer’s Candi 
date School or be rejected—dependent of 
course upon the report of commandant of 
the preparatory school. If the candidate 
is approved by the Candidate Examining 
Board for further officer training he will 
then be enrolled in the next Officer’s Can 
didate School which will open immedi 
ately following the termination of prep 
school course 

A similar school, known as the Non 
Commissioned Officers’ School, has been 
conducted by the Infantry for about two 
months: however, only the students with 
the highest grades are allowed to enroll 
in the Infantry’s Officers’ Candidate 
School. For example, if the quota for the 
Officers’ Candidate School is 20 men, 
about 60 men would be selected for the 
Non-Commissioned Officers’ School. After 
one month of studies, the Officer Candi 
date Examining Board selects 20 of the 
0 for further study and enrollment in 
the Officers’ Candidate School 

Although some of the other branches 
of the Army, namely the Signal Corps, 
Coast Artillery, and Cavalry have no such 
preparatory schools, at least one of these 
branches stated that they are having some 
difficulty with the number of men who 
are dropped from Officer Candidate train 


ing due to the fact that they are not 
qualified for the type of training offered

Because of the political consequences 
of huge additional taxes and forced sav- 
ings, Congress is proceeding slowly in 
fashioning the legislation. It is blaming 


the Treasury Department for delaying 
the presentation of its program. The 
truth is that with the elections in the 


near offing, officials and members are un 
willing to give too much prominence to 
this subject at the present time. They 
prefer to postpone the dose as long as pos 
sible. But the country’s need undoubtedly 
will compel comparatively early action. 

The Congressional Farm Bloc is press- 
ing enactment of a bill forbidding the 
sale or other disposition below “parity” 
of any farm commodities held by the Gov- 
ernment. The Bloc is insisting upon this 
legislation because Price Administrator 
Henderson and Secretary of Agriculture 
Wickard have announced that they will 
observe a policy under which living costs 
will be stabilized. The effect of this policy 
will be to keep down prices of farm prod- 
ucts which the Farm Bloe believe could 
ndvance under this three levels author- 
ized by the Price Control bill. The Presi- 
dent vetoed a bill last year which for- 
bade the Government to sell any of the 
agricultural surpluses in its possession 
for the period of the then European war. 
It is noted that farm prices already have 
advanced more than 67% since war broke 
out in September 1939. It is the purpose 
of the farm Bloc to seize every opportun- 
ity to force farm prices upward in spite 
of Secretary Wickard’s assertion that the 
measure it is backing would con- 
sumers $1 billion a year in increased food 
prices. It is the position of Secretary 
Wickard that corn and meat prices should 
not go above 85% of parity, and it is his 
purpose to hold surplus stocks at such 
a level. The President favors legislation 
to secure the farmer a parity return on 
his 1942 crop. If price developments 
should turn against the farmer, he has 
stated that an appropriation would be 
needed. He is unwilling now to ask for 
an appropriation because he regards de 
velopments in farm income and farm 
prices as too uncertain.

Army Aircrait Progress 
In an interim report made to the House 
this week, a special aviation subcommit 
tee of the House Military Affairs Com 
mittee paid tribute to American aircraft 
as the best in the world, citing muny ex 


amples of battle performance to support 
their claim, praised aircraft manufac 
turers for their speed in raising produc 
tion many-fold, but took the Air Corps to 
task for the obsolescence of nearly all 
service planes at the time aviation ex 
pansion began in 1039 

The subcommittes headed by Kepre 
sentative Dow H. Harter, of Ohio, had 
Visited bases, aircraft factories and train 
ing installations in the United States and 
in outlying bases and possessions 

Beginning by stressing the importance 
of aviation in war, and pointing to the 
rapid changes in plane designs wat 
brings, the committee turned its atten 
tion to Air Corps organization 

rhe War Department recently provid 
ed for organization changes in our air for 
force set-up and command which virtual 
ly make such a force autonomous,” it 
said Our Army air forces are roughly 
divided into bomber commands, pursuit or 
fighter commands, and Army support 
commands—all under the air force com 
hat command. Thus we have obtained 
recognition of the fact that striking 
power in the air, defensive power in the 
air, and cooperation with the ground 


troops are all specialized air functions.” 

The report then praised progress in the 
training program, but called attention to 
a lack of training planes 

‘No figures in detail can be released as 
to the tremendous volume of manpower 
which will be required to tly and main 
tain in top-flight condition the huge total 
of military airplanes announced by the 
l’resident in his message to Congress 
liowever, it is certain that the total of a 
half million officers, aviation cadets and 
enlisted men mentioned as an air force 
objective under the S4-group program an 
nounced in November will be doubled or 
tripled before we are through.” 





After discussing research facilities and 
expansion of bases, the report said, 
“When our program of construction Is 
completed at these outposts and they are 
adequately manned with first-line planes, 
it is the judgment of your special com 
mittee that raids on our strategic areas 
by an enemy in force will be most difficult, 
if not impossible.” 

The committee urged immediate step 
to obtain permanent possession of the 
bases now leased from Great Britain 

The report then discussed plane types 
and performances, following this with 
many accounts of fights in which Amer 
ican airplanes had proved their superio: 
ity to allied and enemy types 

This, however, was followed by a criti 
cism that we should “remember the Air 
Corps overlooked many opportunities to 
have much more eflicient and modern 
planes prior to the outbreak of the war in 
1930. We developed the dive bomber, Yet 
we had none, and we are just getting 
them now. We pioneered in self-sealing 
gas tanks. We abandoned them. Our 
1939 models had very little fire-power and 
only recently have our planes carried the 
guns experience has demonstrated are so 
necessary All this despite the fact con 
gressional committees were frequentl) 
told our planes of the period were better 
than those of any other nation.”
